Dr. Dales spoke at the annual Lions club ladies' night 
at Pickering College on Friday evening.

As head of your 
municipality, I want to say that we all greatly appreciate 
the help you have given in needy quarters. The future of 
this town and this country rests on future generations. 

"The war is coming W a close and some of the shadows 
of war days are lifting, thanks to the devotion of our boyft 
and the brains of our loaders. What are we going to do 
about giving them a little better set-up? They have seert 
other places and different things. They are not going to 
ask much for themselves, but they arc going to ask a differ- 
ent set-up for their children and grandchildren. 

"The council can only go as fast as the people will 
follow.

WHEAT LOOKS BETTER, 
CO. A C REP. REPORTS 

Northern York county farmers- 
are beginning to cut hay, with 
about a 70 percent crop in pros- 
pect, W. M. Cockburn, county 
agricultural representative, stat- 
ed this week. 

Mr. Cockburn said that 20 per- 
cent of contemplated sprinjt 
grain acreage has not been seed- 
ed. Of that 20 percent, he said, 
three-quarters will be put Into 
emergency crops, such as buck- 
wheat and sudan grass, and the 
rest will be summer fallowed. 

"The wheat crop has made 
very gratifying growth, and the 
prospects are much better than 
a month ago," Mr. Cockburn 
said. 

Farmers are still planting po- 
tatoes but there will be a tern 
percent decrease in acreage com- 
pared with last year. Other 
acreage changes are estimated 1 
by Mr. Cockburn as follows: 
buckwheat, 25 percent increase; 
peas for canning factory, ten. 
percent increase; corn for husk- 
ing, ten percent increase; corra 
for canning, ten percent in- 
crease; corn for fodder, 15 per- 
cent decrease; spring grains, 15' 
percent decrease; soybeans, ten* 
percent decrease; turnips and! 
mangolds, 15 percent decrease.

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REE SCHOOL BOOKS 

The proposal that Newmarket public school 
board should provide free school books is a good 
one, although one or two objections raised at the 
town council meeting where the mayor made the 
proposal deserve consideration. It is true there 
was more need for free school books during the 
depression years, but it was also more difficult to 
raise money by taxes and the town had much 
heavier obligations io meet. There was also more 
need for family allowances during those years, 
but the dominion parliament either was not wise 
enough or felt unable to take such a step at that 
time (family allowances payments will amount to 
half the dominion's pre-war budget). The fact 
that family allowances were not forthcoming then 
when they were so greatly needed is not a good 
reason for not providing them now when the 
need is less but still great. 

(Incidentally, v/e regard family allowances and 
the corresponding $54 a year exemption on in- 
come tax payments as a trifling beginning on the 
help which the nation must give parents if Can- 
ada is going to have any population increase aside 
from immigration. A dollar a week will hardly 
buy a child's milk, oranges and cod liver oil — and 
children must have these and many other foods 
to produce a race of healthy men and women. 
Free education [not yet a fact], free maternity 
and health services, free dentistry will be a help, 
but not nearTy enough help to make it eco- 
nomically possible for young people in their 
twenties to marry and have families of three, four 
and five children— and to bring them up accord- 
ing to modern recipes.) 

Newmarket has taken a step forward in the last 
year in engaging a public health nurse. The 
vocational high school wing will be an advance. 
Newmarket might consider providing, as some 
rural townships in the northern part of the coun- 
ty are successfully doing, free dentistry. Certainly, 
there will be genera] approval of the mayor's 
suggestion that the public school board should 
provide free school books. It is one small item in 
keeping faith with the boys and girls who be- 
lieved that they v/erc fighting for a better world, 
a better Newmarket. Theoretically, the time to 
initiate these various forms of family assistance 
is in hard times — with tax money collected in 
good times. But we don't order our affairs so 
wisely, and the probability is that if we do not 
effect these reforms now when times are "good" 
we will not make them later when the need is 
acute. 

Another objection to the providing of free 
school books is that it would injure the business 
of the merchants who are now providing books. 
There should of course be no loss caused to mer- 
chants through their having already ordered or 
already in stock a supply of school books for the 
coming term. Bookstores suffer enough losses 
through changes in the curriculum making books 
on their shelves useless. That, however, illus- 
trates the desirability of the school boards buying 
the books themselves. They can effect a saving 
and they can avoid losses by buying the exact 
quantities that are required. And parents and 
pupils can be saved much inconvenience in the 
purchasing of books in a first of the term rush. 
Sometimes too there are parents who haven't the 
money to buy these books. 

However, there should be some consistency in 
public policy. A couple of years ago the question 
of selling Hydro-Electric Power Commission light 
bulbs came before the town council. These bulbs 
offered an average life of 1,500 hours compared 
with an average life of 1,000 hours for com- 
mercial bulbs, but with some slight loss in 
efficiency. Newmarket town council decided not 
to handle these bulbs because their sale would 
injure the business of private merchants. That 
reason was not good enough— there should have 
been more consideration given to the interests of 
the householder and consumer. The decision 
might have been justified, however, on the 
ground that the town had not at that time the 
facilities to handle these bulbs. The town is now 
in the process of becoming a Hydro municipality, 
and the new Hydro commissioners (the mayor 
and two to be elected) should have no considera- 
tion hut the public interest. They should follow 
the usual municipal practice of operating a Hydro 
supply shop and they should promote the sale of 
electrical equipment and the use of power so that 
the town may have the utmost benefit and the 
best possible rate from Ontario's publicly owned 
electric power system. . 

It is not difficult to see the advantages of the 
Ontario Hydro-Electric, but many of us would be 
opposed to public ownership of electric power 
plants if a previous generation (and what a 
generating generation!) had not seen the possibili- 
ties and given us this great utility. Too many of 
us are too careful, too conservative, too fearful of 
hurting the private business man, and not suf- 
ficiently concerned about helping the masses of 
consumers. Wc accept and praise the Ontario 



Hydro- Electric because it is a fact, but we hesitate I 
to break new ground, to take all the advantages 
of public ownership, by selling Ontario Hydro- 
Electric equipment. When this same issue arose 
in Aurora, when Aurora became a Hydro muni- 
cipality, the Aurora town council compromised — 
but in favoY of the merchants. The council de- 
cided to accept orders from industrial plants for 
bulbs and to keep a supply of Hydro-Electric 
bulbs in the clerk's office* for householders who 
wanted to buy them — but not to tell the house- 
holder about it! 

We do not believe that business people are as 
selfish as their protectors think. Town council- 
lors, or school boards, acting to serve the public, 
to save the public money, when it can be done 
efficiently, will find merchants co-operating and 
approving. Printers of this town did not protest 
when the town itself and various offices about 
town installed duplicating machines — that would 
have been to stand in the way of progress. Nor 

will other business people protest if a progressive 
town council or a progressive school board seems 
to tread on their toes. 

Incidentally, if the public school board should 
ask the public for money to pay for free school 
books the separate school board will benefit 
proportionately (the separate school board re- 
ceives one-thirteenth of the total levy), but the 
separate school board would then make its own 
decision as to whether or not it would use the 
additional funds to provide free school books.

defeat, union with Britain, and when, later, he Howarth's parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
suggested the possibility of British Common- 
wealth union with the United States with his 
expressed hope that the growing tide of British- 
American friendship might roll on "like the 
Mississippi." Either union would have been a 
step toward a world state. 

Those men, Roosevelt, Churchill and Stalin, 
have been great warriors, and they successfully 
waged war against a powerful foe, Nazi Germany, 
but it is not clear that they planned a peace that 
will last and make the world a better place to 
live. This awful war made the world ready for 
world government, for a strong and democratic 
council of all the nations, but the "big three" have 
given us instead a new "holy alliance," with no 
provision for progressive disarmament, no curb 
on their own power, no provision for the partici- 
pation of the defeated peoples, and no power to 
deal effectively with the real causes of this war — 
isolationist tariffs and migration policies, restric- 
tion of trade among nations, congestion of popula- 
tions, poverty and starvation, people hungry 
while food producers are unable to find markets, 
and food producers unable to buy the manu- 
factured goods which those same hungry people 
could produce. 

Punishment of war criminals will not prevent 
war, because it docs not touch the real cause of 
war. Punishment of war criminals seems neces- 
sary and yet it will punish the families and rela- 
tives of people who have already received the 
most severe punishment any nation has ever 
received— people who have seen death and des- 
truction rained out of the sky such as only the 
people who have lived at the foot of a volcanic 
mountain have experienced before. Destruction 
of German industry, which would force Germany 
to become an agricultural exporting country, will 
destroy markets for Canadian agriculture and 
throw the world even further out of balance. 
What can further punishment of the German 
people do except create a sense of injustice and 
resentment that will burn for a hundred years? 
What can it do to end the economic ills which, if 
not cured, may breed Nazism and war in some 
other quarter of the globe? Mankind today needs 
a great leader, or it needs to listen again to the 
voice that said: w Love your enemies, bless them 
that curse you, do good to them that hate you, 
and pray for them which despitefully use you, 
and persecute you ... for he maketh his sun to 
rise on the evil and on the good, and sendeth rain 
on the just and on the unjust ... for if ye love 
them which love you, what reward have ye? . . - 
be ye therefore perfect . . . " 



In Passing 



The dominion government's national film board 
is providing a splendid service to rural areas with 
its educational film circuits. There arc a number 
of these circuits operating in Ontario at the pres- 
ent time, but lack of trained operators prevents 
any rapid expansion of the service. York county 
Federation of Agriculture or Farm Radio Forum 
groups or Women's Institutes or Junior Farmers 
should make an application for a circuit for this 
county.

MAGISTRATE'S COURT 

TOW HE MUST OttY 
SELECTIVE STOKE 

The complaint of the wartime 
prices and trade board against 
Sutton Dairy and Creamery, Sut- 
ton, which was heard a week 
ago, appeared on the docket 
before Magistrate W. E. Mcllveen 
in magistrate's court in Newmar- 
ket on Friday. His worship 
imposed a fine of §50 and costs of 

$9. 

According to the evidence of J. 
J- Brydges of the wartime prices 
and trade board the week prev- 
ious, he had investigated the 
Sutton Dairy and Creamery and 
found that it had sold butter to 
a number of stores and dairies 

and, instead of collecting the 
coupons on or before the date of 
delivery, collected them at the 
end of the month. This, he said, 
was contrary to the regulations. 

Mr. Burrows, owner of the 
Sutton Dairy and Creamery, ad- 
mitted on the stand last week 
that he did not collect the cou- 
pons from larger buyers to whom 
he shipped butter on the day of 
delivery but stated that about 75 
percent of the butter sold was 
sold to customers from the dairy 
wagons and that for each pound 
of butter sold the coupon was 
collected at the time of the sale. 

He explained that for the other 
25 percent, where butter was sent 
to other dairies or stores for sale, 
it was difficult for these buyers 
to send coupons in advance in 
order that they might be received 
at the time of the shipping of the 
butter. He stated that these 
smaller dairies had to in turn 
I collect the .coupons from their 
customers before they could pur- 
chase more butter from the 
dairy. 

Mr. Burrows added that he felt 
that he had used the maximum 
care in collecting the coupons in 
spite of the difficulty he had 
with the shortage of help, in- 
creased bookkeeping due to un- 
employment insurance and in- 
come tax deductions, selective 
service regulations and rationing 
regulations. 

"There is no question In my 
mind but that you did violate the 
regulations," commented Magis- 
trate Mcllveen. "These laws 
were made for a purpose. 
According to the newspapers, we 
are going to have more severe
